The investigation of food prices and 


buying reported in last night's Post-Cres- 
cent reveals some interesting facts. It 
showed for one thing that there has been 
a slight decrease in prices of some food 
commodities and in other necessities, of 
living. From this some persons are apt 
to reach the conclusion that substantial 
relief to the consumer is in prospect and 
that before long we shall have a material 
easing off in prices. 


\Ve should not, however, raise our 


hopes loo high on these surface indica- 
tions. While it is true that we are in the 
midst of one of the worst, and perhaps 
least justified, 'periods of inflation the 
country has ever experienced, there are 
.as yet no signs of its disappearance or 
even improvement. The financial inter- 
ests of the country, and particularly the 
fe'dcral reserve banks, have been doing 
everything in their power recently to 
combat this inflation by discouraging 
speculation and the use of money for 
any than strictly legitimate and con- 
structive purposes. But congress does 
nothing and the president is helpless to 
resist the tendencies, -practices, and in- 
fluences which are being utilized to get 
rich quickly at the expense of the con- 
sumer — in fact at the expense of any- 
body who may be considered a possible 
.victim. 


Profiteering goes on unabashed and 


\vagcs and prices are pyramided one up- 
on the other. Until something is done by 
the government through congress and its 
executive and administrative branches 
to reduce this inflation and to punish 


- profiteering,- there is small prospect of im- 
provement. The banks alone cannot pro- 
vide, the remedy. There is another ave- 
nue of hope, but it would be 'costly relief 
in the long run. \Vc refer to the condi- 
tions of foreign exchange which arc-now 
bordering upon a stale that may serious- 
ly curtail the volume of American ex- 
ports. If this situation actually results in 
inability of Europe to buy American 
goods in the amount that our surplus pro- 
duclion requires il lo take, we shall then 
be confronted by over-production, and 
unless we can find an outlet in the mar- 
kets of Asia and South America the laws 
of supply and demand will inevitably 
bring prices down. However, relief of 
this character would react against our 
prosperity and would sooner or later en- 
force reduced production, whereas the 
great need of this country, a's well as o£ 
the world, is for increased production. 


Ratification of peace would- have a, 


great deal to do, we believe, with an im- 
provement in the financial strain which 
now oppresses Europe and which threat- 
ens to extend its effects harmfully to the 
United Stales. Political conditions in this 
country are in such a slate as to aggra- 
vate instead of improve the troubles from . 
which we are suffering. Absolutely noth- 
ing has been done lo solve the problems 
of reconslruclion and lo return the coun- 
try lo healthful and orderly prosperity. 
Until we get down lo this basis there will 
be little change. And \vc cannot have a 
change until we secure a competent con- 
gress, a competent president and 'disposi- 
tion of Ihc peace treaty. 


SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 


A good deal of urging over a period of 


20 years or more, assisted by the war, has 
finally built up a very respectable trade 
between the United Slates and Latin 


• America. 


The .figures for 1919 arc just coming 


in. They show that the commerce bc- 
iwecn the. two continents for the year 
totalled close to three billions of dollars. 
Of this, South and Central America imr 
porled into this country something over 
two billions while Ihc United States ex- 
ports to Latin America ran jusl shorl of 
one billion. This indicated an increase 
of .$650,000,000 over 1914 in U. S. products 
shipped to them while they increased 
Ihcir exports to the U. S. about $600.- 
000.000. 


South and Ceniral America have a 


population of approximately -100,00,000. 
Before the war Ihcir foreign commerce 
with Ihc world amounted lo $3,000,000,- 


000 (three billions). In 1019 it was *$,- 
000.000,000 (five billions), an increase in 
six years of CO per cent. It will be noted 
that* the trade of the United States in 1919 
with its Latin-speaking neighbors was 0 
per cent of their total foreign business. 


South and Central America are still 


greatly undeveloped areas. Only the 
fringe has been touched. As the people 
develop«in industry, education and cos- 
mopolitism,, they will want more of the 
good things of life, good things thai the 
United States produces in immense quan- 
tities. Moreover, great masses of the poor 
people of Europe and other parts of the 
world will be attracted to the magnificent' 
stretches of uninhabited lands of Latin 
America and they also will develop a 
taste for North American goods. There is 
no doubt that the three billion dollar 
trade between the two continents in 1919 
was a mere fraction to whal is coining 
and it behooves the people of the United 
States to keep on cultivating these south- 
ern folks and be good little neighbors 
to them.

THE RIGHT ATTITUDE TOWARD

The decision of the allied governments 


to waive their demand fo\* the surrender 
of a long list of alleged German war cul- 
prits, and to permit Germany, upon her 
own agreement, to try these men on the 
crimes charged is prudent and well tak- 
en. This settlement of the controversy is 
reached with the understanding thai Ihe 
trials will be conducted in good faith, 
and that they shall be without interfer- 
ence from external or allied sources. The 
powers reserve lo themselves the right lo 
dclermine by the results as to whether 
Germany faithfully discharges the obli- 
gation she assumes. 


This proceeding may strike some who 


are especially rigid in the desire for ret- 
ribution as both strange and unpromis- 
ing. Nevertheless it has its advantages, 
even from the purely allied standpoint. 
For one thing, it gives the world an op- 
portunity to judge Ihe Germany of loday 
in comparison wilh Ihe German aulocra- 
cy of the war. These trials should throw 
considerable light upon the mental,and 
moral attilude of the German people un- 
der their new and liberalized form of 
government It will disclose lo us wheth- 
er their conception of-right and wrong, 
as fostered and engrained by a harsh mil-, 
itarism, has undergone modification. It 
will show whether agreements of an in- 
ternational character are discharged 
with honesty and fidelity. It will put the 
German government upon its honor, and 
although, under delicate circumstances, 
there is no reason why this" honor cannot 
be preserved and justice permitted to 
lake ils course. We may say Ihat it is too 
much to expect .Germany to even ac- 
knowledge war crimes, and (Out ,of all 
question lo suppose Ihat, she will punish 
the guilty. That will dfepcrid upon wheth- 
er we have a chastened Germany and 
one which desires'to take its place moral- 
ly wilh Ihe free; and,Christian, nations of

There is already - asserting ilsclf in 


Great Britain a sentiment which is favor- 
able lo a rcvision.^of the peace Ireaty, 
wilh a purpose to ameliorate those condi- 
tions which weigh most heavily and se- 
verely upon the recuperation of Ger- 
many. Lord Curzon in parliament the 
olher day admitted lhal Ihis policy was 
receiving attention. He declared that "If 
Germany shows a disposition.faithfully 
lo carry out her obligations, we will do 
our best to aid her in fulfilling them and 
resuming her place among civilized com- 
munities." \Vc. believe, that this is a 
sound, as well as an ethical altitude. It 
has been said that Ihc whole theory of 
the treaty of Versailles was that Ger- 
many should be treated according to her 
performances. This is another way of 
saying that in the last analysis Germany 
has her destiny in her own hands, and 
lhal the allied nations will aid her in re- 
establishing herself provided only she ex- 
hibits the spirit of good faith, honor and 
responsibility which is indispensable to 
the resumption of right relationships be- 
tween her and the rest of the world. The 
trial of her alleged war culprits upon 
charges lo b,c brought-by the allies will 
be an initial test of the existence of this 
spirit. Much having lo do with Germany's 
future welfare may come from the rc- 
sulls.

He found lhal the rays from the 
tube penetrated paper or any sub- 
stance including the tissues of his 
own hand. 


For a number of years the X-ray 


was used bv physicians and surgeons 
to locate fractured or diseased bones 
as well as disarranged organs of the 
body and growths affecting the or- 
sans. I-atcr it was discovered that the 
flvorcscent rays from the Uocntgcn 
tube had distinctive curative qualities 
and the device became larsely u.«cd 
in therapeutics. 


Dvring the growing application 


and study of X-ray treatment, it was 
noted that the light cast by radium 
was of the same distinctive kind as 
that from the X-ray when it was ap- 
plied, its experimenters were rcpaic 
bv distinct results which in many 
ways were wore favorable than tno?c 
of ihc X-ray. 


The two arc now used jointly by 


sryecialisls thronchout the country- 
They find that the gamma rays of the 


radiuni-are stronger-than the stronc- 
cst rays of the Roentgen tube. The 
X-ray was in many instances hard to 
apply. 
It had to be applied direct 


from the surface and did not set in- 
to direct touch with the scat of many 
trouble; requiring treatment.

Sometime.'! the Kroup of hut« Is situ- 
ated on tho banks of a small stream, 
or more often near the foot of the 
mountains. 
"The hut is rather striking because 


of its lack of beauty. It is usually 
made of a fibrous reed which is in- 
terwoven with rope to form the sides 
of the house. Four parts serve as the 
framework for the hut. 
"The roof is thatched and shaped 


so that during the rainy season the 
watsr can easily run from it. The 
entire structure is raised about four 
feet from the ground. Tho reason is 
not for protection against poisonous 
reptiles as in many tropical countries, 
for there are no snakes in Porto Rico. 
It is often said that the space formed 
bv the elevation is made especially to 
*erve as a home for the chickens, 
dogs, goats and sometimes even the 
family donkey, should the family be 
fortunate enough to own one. 
"There is still another style of 


home not quite as popular as the 
fibre structure. This is made of the 
soap boxes and any odds and ends of 
boards which the natives havo been 
fortunate enough 
to 
collect. The 


structure somewhat resembles, from 
the outside, a large patched quilt. It 
is not an uncommon occurrence to 
find 'Sunny Monday' in large letters 
adorning the walls of these homes. 
"Every native is his own carpenter. 


It is almost necessary, for those of 
the poorer class earn no more than 
twenty-five eents per day. 
"The surroundings of the home, ex- 


cept for a few trees, are usually bare 
and unattractive. Perhaps the reason 
for this is the large number of goats. 
It would be of no use to plant shrub- 
bery of any sort, for the goats would 
relish such delicacy only too well. 


"One native woman had a very pe- 


culiar ornament near her house. It 
was a dry limb stuck into the ground. 
Upon its dead branches whole egg 
shells were fastened, as many as the 
branch would hold. The dry, dark 
limbs with the white balls on them 
never failed to attract some passer- 
by's attention. 
"A home like this certainly would 


not appeal to us. but the native is well 
contented with his lot. He 
always 


seems .happy and is ever ready to 
greet the 'Ainericane' with a broad, 
wholesome grin."

sums stolen. 


One of the boys in the gang Just ar- 


rested. Irving Gluck. Ill years old. con- 
fessed, according to the police, that 
during the past year he had stolen 
over <i2.000.000 worth of bonds and 
other securities.

are the product of automobile deal- 
ers,"others those of that-good old 
standby, common horse sense. About 
as effective as any is the arrangement 
!or disconnecting the steering wheel 
and locking it so that in case the car 


started, it cannot be steered. This 


o in the form of a patent steering 
•vheel which must replace the one in 
use. 
Other locks may be had that 


will lock the masneto. batteries or 
other parts of the mechanism. The 
only clansei- here is the possible du- 
plication of keys, but only the profes- 
sional and not the joy rider would try 
:o solve the lock precaution. 


One dealer made suggestions that 


he has-used himself, which are usual- 
ly effective. He detaches an incon- 
spicuous v.-ire, removes- a part of the 
magneto riot commonly carried in tilt- 
pocket of the thief, places something 
between-operating parts of the ma- 
chine, or "jims" his engine in some 
simple, yet1 not easily detectable way.
